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EVERGLADES
TRAIL The Everglades Trail is 24 miles (38.6 km)

long and passes through miles of
agricultural land. The trail parallels the
eastern boundary of Everglades National
Park along the L-31N levee, also referred
to as the C-111 canal. 
The trail is an unpaved, offroad facility
designed for hiking, biking, and
equestrian use. There are no facilities or
services on this trail.

The trail is marked with mile
markers (1 mile = 1.609
kilometers).
